Q. Our son experienced a 
serious financial setback 
nearly. fifteen_years ago, 
and was forced to declare 
personal bankruptcy. If he 
applies for credit now, will 
‘this still’ be reported by 
credit reporting agencies, 
or is there a statute of 
limitations on this sort of 
black mark on a person’s 
credit record? 


A. There is a law which re- 
quires the deletion of dated 
or obsolete information 
from_a_ person's. credit 
record. This is the Fair 
Credit Reporting Act, which 
also requires that a person 
be given access to his or 
her credit.file as well as the 
right to have errors cor- 
rected. Normally, most 
credit information is 
reported for seven years. In 
the case of personal 
bankruptcy, the reporting 
period is usually ten years. 
After that length of time, 
the reporting agency can- 
not report information 
unless one is applying for 
life insurance in excess of 
-$50,000 ‘of employment 
which _pays ‘more 
$20,000 per year. aae

Nursing shortage linked to pay —*Agency— =

On Sept. 23, Rep. Ron Wyden, 
D-Oregon, introduced House bill 
3340, the ‘Nursing Shortage 
Relief Act of 1987,”" as_a_counter- 
part to. Sen. Edward Kennedy's, 
D-Mass.,—legisiation, Senate bill 
1402, which passed in August. 

Wyden’s- proposal is co-spon- 
sored by Commerce Health Sub- 
committee Chairman - Henry 
Waxman, D-Galif-,_and ranking 
minority member Edward Madi- 
gan, R-Illinois. 

Both bills would provide for 
funding of similar demonstration 
projects to evaJuate and imple- 
ment innovative nursing practice 
models in hospitals and 
long-term care settings, create 
an advisory committee to pro- 
pose initiatives to reduce the 
shortage, and establish nurse 
recruitment centers. A new sec- 
tion added by Wyden would fund 
local outreach ‘and job  place- 
ment centers to encourage the 
preparation of nurses to address 
specific community needs in the 
areas of long-term care, recruit 
ment and retention, and retrain- 
ing of nurses not currently in 
practice. Thus the problem of

GRANITE CITY-— A 7-year-old boy 
looks forward to his first day of school 
Monday in the nation’s only classroom 
exclusively for students with the AIDS 
virus.

Rather than seek a court order to put 
her. son in school with uninfected chil- 
dren, Tammie—proposed éstablishing.a 
regional classroom.
